Students  were  told  Sunday  night  to  protect 
themselves  from  the  adversary  and  not  to  fail  in 
doing  the  Lord’s  work  by  Elder  Rex  C.  Reeve  Sr. ,  a 
member  of  the  LDS  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 

Elder  Reeve,  who  was  the  featured  speaker  at 
the  BYU  14-stake  fireside,  is  serving  as  executive 
administrator  of  the  northeastern  part  of  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  and  eastern  Canada. 

In  his  address  he  said  that  Elias  spoke  of  the 
restoration  of  all  things.  “That’s  not  only  the  power 
and  authority  of  the  gospel,”  he  said.  “That’s  also  a 
restoration  of  all  evil  that  has  been  on  the  Earth.” 

The  battle  in  heaven  was  not  won,  Elder  Reeve 
said;  only  its  location  has  changed.  He  said  that  as 
the  power  and  strength  of  the  kingdom  of  God 
increases,  so  does  the  influence  of  the  adversary. 

He  said  members  of  the  church  have  a  great 
responsibility.  “Many  noble  men  and  women  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  have  the  blessings  we  have,”  he

People-Eating  Plants,  Tottehhotsand  a  Yoop  set 
the  hew  musical  “Patches  of  Oz"  apart  from  its 
predecessor,  “The  Wizard  of  Oz.” 

“Patches  of  Oz,”  performed  by  The  Young  Com¬ 
pany,  formerly  called  The  Whistlin’  Whittlin’  Bri¬ 
gade,  was  written  by  Charles  W.  Whitman,  a  BYU 
professor,of  theater  and  cinematic  arts. 

The  story  revolves  around  a  Munchkin  boy,  Ojo; 
Patches,  a  patchwork  quiit  come  td  life;  and  Woozy, 
a  talking  box,  all  searching  to  find  the  magical  cure 
that  will  release  Ojo’s  Unc  Nunkie  from  a  spell  that 
has'  turned  him  into  a  marble  statue. 

Like  the  first  book  in  the  Oz  series,  “The  Wizard 
of  Oz,”  by  L.  Frank  Baum,  Dorothy,  played  by  Jill 
Ann  Hickenlooper  and  the  Scarecrow,  played  by 
Timothy  W.  Alexander,  also  take  part  in  the  jour¬ 
neyings  through  Oz. 

The  Tin  Woodsman,  played  by  S.  Kip  White,  in 
“Patches  of  Oz”  is  a  modified  Tin  Man  from  “The 
Wizard  of  Oz.” 

The  correlation  between  the  two  Oz  stories  is 
never  fully  established  in  the  production.  There  is 
an  overlapping  of  characters  but  never  an  explana¬ 
tion  of  how  they  fit  together,  although  both  stories 
take  place  in  the  land  of  Oz. 

Patches,  played  by  Shela  Oaks,  is  literally  a  col¬ 
orful  character  as  her  patchwork  costume  shows. 
Oaks  adds  wit  to  the  scenes  while  all  the  time  dis¬ 
playing  her  heartlessness  to  the  other  characters. 

The  main  character,  Ojo,  played  by  Rob  Lauer,  is 
a  strength  to  the  play.  Although  Lauer’s  voice  lacks 
projection,  his  acting  holds  the  story  line  of  the  play 
together. 

The  crooked  magician,  played  by  Alan  Lunce- 
ford,  makes  the  play  worthwhile.  Lunceford’s  , 
strong  voice  is  appropriate  for  this  role.  He  makes 


of  the  small  stage  without  overemphasiz¬ 
ing  his  precise  movements, 

Lunceford  has  a  type  of  craziness  that  gives  an 
upbeat  feeling  to  the  play  as  he  dances  around, 
singing  about  why  he  is  picked  to  play  the  bad  guy. 
He  not  only  makes  a  great  addition  to  the  play,  but 
a  needed  one. 

The  performance  of  Ozma,  played  by  Sheri  John¬ 
ston,  displays  the  general  unpreparedrtess  of  the 
production.  Johnston’s  lines,  those  that  are  remem¬ 
bered,  are  unfelt  and  characterless. 

Parts  of  “Patches  of  02”  involve  the  use  of  pup¬ 
pets  created  by  Robbin  Olsen,  Harold  R.  Oaks,  Gail  • 
Palmer  and  Janet  L.  Swenson.  The  puppets,  Jak 
and  Woozy,  are  manipulated  by  two  Rainbow  girls, 
who  voice  them  also.  As  creative  as  they  are,  the 
puppets  are  ineffective. 

More  attention  is  brought  to  the  girls  who  man¬ 
ipulate  them  than  to  the  puppets  themselves. 

Staged  in  the  Nelke  Experimental  Theater, 
HFAC,  “Patches  of  Oz”  is  cramped  for  space  —  the 
actors  are  forced  to  make  (heir  entrances,  exits  and 


movement  because  of  the  cramped  stage. 

Scenery,  designed  by  Donald  E.  Wilson,  is  made 
from  quilted-type  fabrics  and  hung  on  metal  bars 
set  at  the  sides  of  the  stage.  The  quilted-type  trees 
and  bushes  are  hung  by  the  performers  as  the  play  j 
progresses  and  the  scenes  change.  -JH

'Cougar'  art  on  display

Some  students  get  through  school  with,  a  song 
and  a  prayer,  but  50  years  ago,  one  student  made 
his  way  through  BYU  by  drawing  cougars. 

“I  used  to  tell  people  that  I  rode  a  cougar  through 
college,”  said  Farrell  R.  Collett,  a  former  student 
body  president  and  1932  graduate  of  BYU. 

Collett’s  paintings  will  be  on  display  through  Au¬ 
gust  in  the  Secured  Gallery  HFAC  from  8  a.m.  to  5 
p.m.  Monday  through  Friday. 

Collett  said  he  would  draw  a  cougar  head  over  a 
block  “Y”  on  a  necktie  for  students  for  50  cents.  For 
$1.50,  he  would  draw  the  same  thing  on  the  back  of 
a  sheepskin  coat.' 

“That’s  how  I  made  my  way  through  college,”  he 

Collett  said  his  interest  in  animals  and  natural 
history  stemmed  from  the  influence  of  Ernest 
Thompson  Seton’s  books,  which  he  had  read  sever¬ 
al  times  before  he  turned  11  years  old.  Yqt  his 
fascination  with  the  cougar  did  not  surface  until  he. 
enrolled  at  BYU  in  1927.  - 

At  that  time,  two  live  cougars,  “Cleol’^and  “Tar- 


bo,”  the  Indian  name  for  Brigham  Young, 
kept  in  a  pen  just  below  the  Grant  Building. 

“I  used  to  sketch  those  cougars  by  the  hour.  It’s 
been  sort  of  a  love  affair  between  me  and  the  cougar 
ever-since,”  Collett  said. 

His  paintings  of  cougars  have  drawn  national 
attention  to  his  works,  which  have  been  sold  to 
people  across  the  country,  he  said. 

Collett  is: a  member  of  numerous  art  organiza¬ 
tions  and  has  received  associate  and  master’s  de¬ 
grees  from  BYU  and  has  studied  at  the  University 
of  Utah,  University;  of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
and  various  art  institutes. 

Two  of  his  paintings,  “Trailblazer”  and  “In  the 
Down  Timber,”  have  been  selected  by  the  Society 
of  Animal  Artists  to  be  included  in  its  national  show 
■in  Denver  this  year. 

'  Collett  has  worked  and  studied  with  Paul  Bran- 
som,  John  Gilbert  Wilkins,  Frank  Reilly,  Allen  St. 
John,  B.F.  Larsen  and  LeConte  Stewart. 

His  works  have  been  commissioned  by  such  com¬ 
panies  as  Browning  Arms  Co.  and  Pepsi-Cola.  He 
was  an  illustrator  for  Caru  Studios  in  New  York 
and  recently  spent  a  year  in  Europe.
